those who believed that the "teach 
ing of speech to the "deaf anddumV* 
was an impossibility," a Quixotic 
undertaking to be sternly frowned

The school opened in 1887 with twenty 
pupils and two teachers; It now con- 
tains one hundred and twenty-seven 
pupils and la teachers. A single 
school and family embraced all the 
pupils at that time; now the school is 
divided into depart incut s, and instead 
of one home and family t here are three 

quite separate and distinct, one eon 
taing 86 young children, another 

about Ml, a "third 60 of the oldest and 
most advanced. By t his divison and 
the subdisx isions in each family, and 

by the emphasis laid from the first on* 
the importance of household arrange- 
ments and of the family life under 
the care of teachers and playroom 

attendants, we feel assured that many 

of the objections to so called "insti- 
tution" life are removed. Kadi teacher 
and attendant may know Intimatel] 
every boy and girl under her care, 

and exercise over each that personal 
influence which is quite impossible 

when a larger number is under the 
care of one person, 01 where teachers 
do not live in constant contact with 
their pupils, directing their reading 
and eoiiversat ion, sitting with them at 
their meals, going familiarly Out and 

in among them. Such family life is 

more expensive, it is true, but it is 
certainly Worth the cost. The methods 

employed in the class rooms have 
developed with years of pupils under 
instruction. The school was opened 

for I he benefit of t wo classes of pupils, 
first, those who are partially deaf, 
second, those who lost their hearing 
when over four years of age. No 
provision was made for children wholly 
deaf from birth, but the fact was that 
several wholly deaf congenital mutes 

were admitted the first year. Of all 

the pupils now members of our school 
70 per cent were born deaf or became 

so at or before the age of two years, 

and the same is (rue of over 80 per 
cent of all t he pupils ever in the school. 
Less than 26 per cent of the pupils 
now in the sdiool retained sufficient 

hearing or Bpeeofa on entering to be 
called semi-deaf or semi-mute.

Comparing the intelligence of the 



German-taught Oralisl with the deaf- 
mute instructed under the combined 
method ill this country, the speaker's 
remarks placed'tho latter a good way- 
ahead. When a German mute was 
found beyond the power of being 
taught orally, his usefulness in school 
was considered al an end. To give 
an example, the oldest of the Popisil 
brothers, now a resident of Omaha, 
Neb., was cited. He was put down 
as a numbskull, incapable of acquir- 
ing knowledge by the German oral- 
isls. His migration to this country 
found him unable (■> read or write. 
In the West, be was taken in hand by 
a sign-maker, and, although past 
thirty years of age. a recent letter 

from him to the speaker, waa ample 

proof the work in German schools 
could he materially improved upon 
by adopting the combined methods 
used here. The old story of the 

brigbest pupils being set forth as 
examples by the German oralista was 

referred lo by Mr. Liudermann. 

The great majority were kept in 
the background, and the efforts of 
the authorities was to parade the 
Semi-mute and semi-deaf pupils as 

examples of the work they were pur- 
suing.
